SNOW ACCOUNT 


It has become necessary to do something regarding the 
removal of snow, and the problem arises whether new 
snow equipment should be purchased, or the town let the 
snow removal out by contract. 

Ten years ago the town purchased two tractor snow 
plows, which are now so worn that the expense of keeping 
them in repair is a considerable amount, and while they 
are being repaired the roads are not being cleared of snow. 

As one of the plows is practically useless, the selectmen 
have been obliged to hire one at the rate of $20.00 per day 
in order to-keep the roads open, until the citizens decide at

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BUSH ACCOUNT 


The State requires bush removal on the State roads. 
Usually this takes all but a few dollars of the aes raised 
by the town for this purpose. 

Last year more money was raised and we were thus 
enabled to cut bushes on the so-called Everett Harmon 
road, Skip road, Frank Emery road, Chas. Webster road 
and the road POH Dearborn Hill to the River road. Sey- 
eral other short stretches were removed in different places. 

As the road from the Standish line to the. Church at 

Shicopee has been taken care of, I recommend that next 

year any money left over after cleaning up the State road 
be applied to cutting the bushes on the road from the 
Church at Chicopee to the Gorham line, also on the road 
past David Callahan’s leading to Arthur Elliott.

Buxton was one of the first towns in York County to 
ask for W. P. A. funds for relief. 

When we made our application we were given to under- 
stand that all money was to be furnished under W. P. A. 
without expense to our town. 


We were asked to furnish projects to keep all men on 


relief in Buxton at work for six months. 

We made out projects for: No. 1—graveling Rankin 
road, No. 2—graveling Chicopee road, No. 3—building 
six or more reservoirs for fire protection in various parts 
of the town, No. 4—cutting bushes on all roads where 
needed. 

These projects would keep thirty-two men at work for 
the six months. 

When these projects were given to the engineers, they 
recommended that we agree to ab finance, in a small way, 
in order to have them accepted more pine 


We agreed to furnish gravel for the roads, material for 
the reservoirs and tools for cutting bushes. This seemed to 
be satisfactory to the W. P. A. officials. 


After a number of weeks we were asked to go to Port- 
land, as they had accepted the Chicopee project. 

As offered us, this project would keep fifteen men work- 
ing for six months, and we were asked to pay for the use of 
trucks, amounting to around $2,250.00. We refused to do 
this, as we would have to call a town meeting to raise the 
money. 

After another long wait, we were again asked to go to 
Portland and we were offered a project, calling for fifteen 
men to work for four months, at a cost of $5,005.00, the 
town to pay about $725.00 of the $5,005.00. 

As we had $500.00 available for relief projects, we 
decided to apply this money for this work. 

All labor was to be furnished through the Portland 
W. P. A. office, and we were given the names of ten men 
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to start work. We found about half of the men had been 
sent to other towns, and were working. We were then 
given more names and found that they also were working 
or had ecards for other projects. Our list of eligible work- 
ers was finally exhausted and only eight men left, and the 
project could not be started with less than ten men. We 
still had many men unemployed and on relief, but they did 


not qualify for work under W. P. A. regulations.

SCHOOL CLINIC ACCOUNT 
Report of School Clinic at Buxton-Hollis Hospital 


We take great pleasure in submitting the following 
report on work accomplished during the last year in both 
dental and tonsil clinics. 


Also, in these difficult times, we feel that the free bed 
service has been a help, ite to the ciara and indi- 
rectly to the town. 


We operated on twenty-one tonsil and adenoid cases 
during the last summer, besides. examining and giving 
minor treatment to severe others. 

Our dental clinics are growing in popularity each year 
and our work is increasing accordingly. There were 
twenty chnics held during ie season, the first two being 
for examinations and appointments uty: We would like 
to stress here the advisability of making appointments 
early in order to get as much work as possible done. This 
year we gave each child one-half hour appointments in 
order to take care of a greater number and to assure each 
child of at least a small amount of work. In many cases 
the children were able to make two or three appointments, 
and have much necessary dental work completed. 


The actual dental work received by the children of 
Buxton, according to standard rates at all dentists, 
amounted to $450.50. The equivalent of one hundred and 
ten children were taken care of in the clinic. Work con- 
sists of cleaning, fillings, and extractions with either local 
or gas anesthesia. Practically all children have cleaning, 
and most have from one to four fillings and the same per- 
centage of extractions. 

We were fortunate in procuring the services of an older 
and -well-known Biddeford dentist, Dr. Libby, but we 
were sorry that, owing to illness, he was unable to conduct 
but three clinics. Again we were fortunate in procuring 
the services of Dr. Alfred Cabana and Dr. Paul Morin, 
both of Biddeford. We also appreciate the dental services 
rendered by Dr. Merriman previous to July. 
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Dr. Owen, our very able assistant in the tonsil clinics, is 
of inestimable value, and both Dr. Baker of West Buxton 


and Dr. Abbott of Waterboro have contributed their share | | 


of work. 

We would like to express here our appreciation of the 
supplies made by the Mission Circles of both Buxton and 
Hollis, the Ladies’ Auxiliary of the Baptist Church, and 
also for generous gifts from the Magazine League of Bar 
Mills, Mrs. Andrew G. Shepard of Que and the 
Dorcas Society.

Report of Fire Ward 


To the Municipal Officers and Citizens of Buxton: 


I herewith submit the following report for the Fire 
Department: 

During the past year your Department answered sixty 
(60) calls—33 were chimney fires, 6 grass fires, 3 forest 
fires, 9 building fires, 5 out-of-town calls, 2 false alarms, 
1 automobile fire, and 1 call for a lost child. 

Some comment has been made as to why it is necessary 
to purchase more hose and why the hose does not last 
longer. I would like to say that perhaps the majority of 
the citizens do not know that we haven’t any way of hang- 
ing our hose after using it, and therefore it has been packed 
away wet. This does not benefit the hose any. Then again 
there are people who drive over the hose when it is laid 
for a fire and quite often it is injured in this manner. 
Hose costs money: 23-inch hose costs $1.10 per foot, 
13-inch hose costs $ .55 per foot. 

It would be more economical if we had a tower to hang 
our hose in order for it to dry before packing away. This 
would necessitate buying more, for it would not be prac- 
tical to have all the hose hanging when a call comes in. 

I wish that we might have a front end pump put on the 
new piece of equipment, also a reel. In doing this the 
town would have two pumpers of good capacity. In put- 
ting on the reel we would transfer the chemical hose to the 
reel and then for chimney fires our hook-up would be 
complete. It would enable us to get water quicker for 
chimney fires, small attics, or close fires. 

The Fire Department is always at your call and we 
endeavor to give you prompt and efficient service.

As local administrator of the E. R. A., I herewith sub- 
mit to the citizens a short report. 

Through the generosity of the above named organization, — 
Buxton has received and distributed during the year the 
following commodities : 

400 cans of meat and 50 pounds of rice, or an average 
for the year of about four cans of meat and one pound of 
rice for each family on relief, every pound of which, in 
production and distribution, cost more than the same 
article could have been purchased for at any of our local 
stores. 

We also received from the School Department of Hollis 
50 cans of soup which the children of that town had 
refused to eat. That’s “Poor Relief” and we feel that 
poor is the right word. 

600 pounds of fertilizer and a few bags of garden seeds, 
together with 20 boxes of sickly tomato plants which no- 
body seemed to want, took care of our “Farm Relief” 
situation. 

The wives and children were also not forgotten. For 
their benefit we were allowed to distribute 18 dresses, 
eight pairs overalls, five comforters, 24. towels and six 
wash cloths. 

Two prospective mothers were provided with extensive 
layettes, which goes to prove that while this wonderful 
organization not only cares for the present, it also has an 
eye to the future.

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SCHOOL REPORT 


REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
the Town of Buxton: 


The annual report is herewith submitted. 


In the present economic situation with diminishing 
resources and increased educational costs we are fortunate 
in being able to continue our schools without any serious 
reduction of school privileges. Many communities have 
been unable to pay their teachers and have found it neces- 
sary to curtail educational opportunities for their pupils 
and the school have suffered serious loss. 

On the basis of the present purchasing value of the 
dollar, school costs are at a lower level than we may have 
realized. An extract from the State bulletin on school costs 
is given; Trenps 1x Scuoon Costs (devaluation of the 
dollar since 1930 not considered.) ... “It cannot be denied 
that there has been an upward trend in school costs during 
the past twenty years. Three factors are primarily respon- 
sible for this increase. The first and greatest factor is, 
without doubt, the depreciation of the dollar. The second 
is the increase in length of school year and in attendance. 
The third is due to improvement of educational services, 
such as textbooks, supplics, equipment, transportation and° 
a greater variety of courses offered in the schools of today. 

In 1980 the dollar was worth approximately 63 cents 
when compared with the worth of the 1914 dollar. In 
other words, a school service costing approximately $1.59 
in 1930 could have been purchased for a dollar in 1914. 
Therefore, in reckoning the difference in cost between the 
program of 1914 and that of 1930 the variation should not 
be attributed entirely to the increased cost in school sery- 
iccs. ‘Lhe per cent. of increase chargeable to the fluctuation 
of the dollar is approximately 48.72. The increase in cost 
due to mounting enro!!ments and attendance is 27.30 per 
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cent. Other factors, such as textbooks, supplies, equipment, 
transportation and so on, have increased the cost 23.98 
per cent. 


As the result of school surveys much thought and study 
has been given to School Methods, Standards, and Courses 
of Study by educators. Many changes have been made and 
less emphasis is placed on traditional subjects. Much sub- 
ject matter has been omitted from textbooks to be replaced 
by material having more value in Everyday Life. Many 
new subjects have enriched the curriculum and classical 
subjects have given place to courses in Industrial Arts, 
Home Economics and Manual Training, Agriculture and 
other courses subsidized by State and Federal Aid. Our 
High Schools are no longer regarded as College Prepara- 
tory Schools, and our greatest progress has been made in 
Secondary School Education. The High School enrollment 
has increased 2500% in the last 40 years. Courses are 
offered which best fit the needs of the community, and the 
largest number of pupils in the community. The purpose 
of the public schools is to promote the general welfare.” 


It was necessary to meet the requirements of the State 
Department of Education and add a fourth teacher to the 
teaching force in the High School. We were informed that 
we were exceeding the pupil-teacher ratio as the result of 
the increased enrollment. The pupil-teacher ratio in a 
class must not exceed 30. This means that the number of 
pupils divided by the number of teachers in any school of 
class A grade must not exceed 30. No teacher shall have 
more than seven periods of recitation and classroom super- 
vision. The class A High School as fur‘her defined must 
provide not less than 16 units of work. A unit is a subject 
pursued for five periods a week for 36 weexs. The recita- 
tion period shall be at least 40 minutes in length. It is also 
required that an annual expenditure shall be made of not 
less than $75.00 for the laboratory and not less than $75.00 
for the library. It is necessary to meet these require- 
ments, otherwise the High School would lose its class A 
standing. 
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Some very satisfactory work has been accomplished in 
painting buildings. Several buildings were greatly in need of 
paint. The High School building and the William C. Web- 
ster have been painted on the outside. The following build- 
ings have been painted on the inside: Bog Mill, Shadigee, 
Dearborn Hill, and N. C. Watson. The light in these 
buildings has been greatly improved, especially where 
painted in lighter colors. Screens have been made for the 
large windows in the High School building. The other 
SE: should be provided with screens. 


The Hanson fund has made it possible to secure a 
motion picture machine and put on the series of pictures 
known as the “Chronicles of American History.” Visual 
education through the use of better pictures is an excellent 
way to supplement the work of the textbook. 


A new set of the “Book of Knowledge” has been secured 
and a set of the Richards’ “Encyclopedia.” A set of fold- 
ing maps has been secured for the Buxton Center School 
and a set for the William C. Webster School. The old 


maps were torn and out of date. 


The importance of the teachers’ work is recognized and — 
today a more thorough training is demanded and a longer 
period of preparation is required. The normal schools now 
require three years of training and this period may be 
extended to a four-year course with more practice teaching. 
An economical expenditure of the town’s money means not 
only the securing of competent and well-trained teachers, 
but the retaining of these teachers after they have become 
of more value to the community through experience, for 
teaching needs certain acquired skills in imparting knowl- 
edge as well as a knowledge of subject matter. Even in 
these times with a large number of teachers available it 
would seem to be poor policy to pay extremely low wages 
and lose competent teachers who are hard to replace. 

The cost of conveyance has been increased by the law 
requiring the insurance of motor vehicles used for trans- 
portation of pupils. The law is as follows (Chapter 131) : 


Nfl 


“Sec. 54-a. Motor vehicles carrying passengers for hire 
shall procure insurance. The Secretary of State shall not 
register any motor vehicles used for livery or hire, except 
as provided in Section 7 of Chapter 66 of the Revised 
Statutes, and no person, firm or corporation shall operate 
or cause to be operated upon any public highway in the 
State of Maine any such motor vehicle until the owner or 
owners thereof shall have procured insurance in a sum not 
less than $5,000.00, or a bond having a surety company 
authorized to transact business in this State, or two 
individuals as sureties thereon, in a hike minimum sum, 
which insurance or bond shall be approved by the Secretary 
of State and shall indemnify the insured against any legal 
hability for personal injury, the death of any person, or 
property damage, which injury, death or damage may 
result from or have been caused by the operation of the 
motor vehicle described in contract of insurance or such 


bond.” 


We appreciate this excellent support of our schools 
which provides all of these educational advantages even 
under the present conditions, in which so many towns have 
been so severely handicapped and where recovery 1s a very 
difficult problem. It is through such support that we may 
hope for continued progress in education to meet the cur- 
rent rapid changes in our social organization, and that the 
work of the schools in preparing for social and economic 
citizenship will increase in effectiveness.

The Fibre Mill 

The Fibre Mill at Bar Mills was established in 1907 
by the Centrifugal Leatherboard Company. In 1910 
the plant came into possession of the Rogers’ Fibre 
Company, by whom it has been successfully operated 
ever since. Its maximum number of employes has been 
95, and its average number 87, during these 26 years. 

While industrial plants throughout the country have 
been handicapped in various ways during the last five 
years of economic stress, the Rogers Fibre Company 
has been able to keep its machinery moving, day and 
night, and its operatives employed on the three-shift 
plan. 

Buxton appreciates, not only the steady employment 
of so many of its citizens, but the fine spirit of codpera- 
tion that the management of the Rogers mill has ever 
shown i in municipal affairs. 


The Woolen M ill | 

After an idleness of nearly three years, the Woolen 
Mill at West Buxton has been brought back to life— 
thanks to favorable action of the Town and the endeay- 
ors of a group of villagers who banded together and 
purchased the machinery, to prevent its removal and 
the possible removal of the mill itself. The mill and its 
equipment have been sub-leased to a Company,’ known 
as the Saco River Woolen Mill, Inc. The superintendent, 
Mr. Frank E.. Learned, experienced in Maine woolen 
mill management, has begun operations and he gives m 
assurance. of a steady employment of local Wai PRA in” 
this old- tins industry. 3
